Drawings 

1 . The drawings filed 2/28/05 are object to as containing copy nnarl<s, 
unevenly smooth lines and not having any detail to indicate what the various 
numbers represent. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, macliine, manufacture, or 
composition of matter, or any new and useful Improvement thereof, may obtain a patent 
therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements of this title. 

3. The claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claim 
56 claims a computer program product. However, the program product is not 
clearly "embodied in a tangible computer storage or memory medium. Therefore, 
it is not clear that the applicant does not intend to have the broad recitation 
include non statutory items such as computer readable mediums (such as carrier 
waves). The claim should be modified to include "A memory or tangible storage 
medium embodvina computer program product for processing..." or "A computer 
program product embodied in a memory or tangible storage medium for 
processing..." 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
closest prior art reference of record is the patent to Frank et al. (6,832,120); and 
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although the patent teach communication between objects via JVM's (providing 
for environment independence to each environment) synchronizing of data flow 
by synchronizing caches, the reference does not teach or suggest the features of 
synchronizing models in which one model is defined to be independent and the 
other is defined to be dependent and maintaining data coherency between the 
two and defining an object in accordance with said first and second models and 
for said object associating a selectable set of object aspects from said first and 
second object aspect categories.
